Black filled with noble expressions of 
patriotism, which called out grea t ap­ 
plause. 
Hon. R. R. Hitt was then introduced 
and for nearly an hour kept the as­ 
sembly anxiously attentive 
while he 
eloquently talked of the 
soldier and 
his rfbhievments; of the wonderful pro­ 
gress of our country and of the princi­ 
ples which underlaid the wars in which 
those who were present engaged. 
He 
said tha t no one could regret mure 
than he the absence of Com 
Black. 
He had often been enthused by his elo­ 
quence as he sat by his side in the 
congr***sional hall, and he sincerely 
hoped to have sat by his tide and listen 
to his words today. 
Tho not a soldier 
he was heartily in sympathy with 
every soldier of his county, and 
was 
greatly pleased to talk to some of th**ni 
t » day. believing that on» - who was not 
a soldier could pohups say some thing- 
th« t tile soldier could not suv for him­ 
self. 
Tho people who saw the halting 
st p of the men in the ranks today re­ 
member the elastic step 
with 
which 
they marched to the call of their conn 
try in 18(51. 
The difference is signifi­ 
cant of the dlfTorence between our es 
timate of the soldier and of the man. 
Wo do not respect the soldier for his in 
tolleetua) ability or his personal wortl . 
i’hi* p rtains to the man in 
his sur­ 
roundings irrespective of the soldier. 
But it sometimes happens that a man 
L called out of bis personal siirroui d- 
I ings. 
T he s ldier passed entirely out 
1 of common relations to men. 
He did a 
deed of untold worth, and in tout en­ 
deared himself to his nation and every 
-ou in n. 
T ha t -s tie n u?» oa we look 
upon him with reverence today. 
The 
young nn*ii of today cannot euneeiyo of 
the condition which thus called him 
into action. 
The low ebb of the na­ 
tion's life was graphically pictured by 
the speaker, when all was Imperilled, 
and in the opinion of the leading minds 
of the world, lost.. 
Fven 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone wished for a division of our coun­ 
try. 
It was then that 
these 
men 
unperielled their own lives for t ha t 
which we now enjoy, and snatched 
from a disgraceful death tha t life and 
liberty which is today the world's bea­ 
con light. 
The speaker contrasted the 
condition of our country now with what 
it would have been had cecession been 
triumphant. 
What, would have been 
the value of the lands in this fair north­ 
west? 
This section of country ha*» in 
creased six-fold in wealth since then, 
whereas it would have stood still but 
for the victory of the soldier. 
Then it 
took $2(50 in greenbacks to buy $1U0 in 
gold, and our bonds were only negotia­ 
ble at. a Miil greater discount. Now 
gold and greenbacks aru at pai 
Hi d 
our bonds are sought, for ail th** world 
over. 
Doe?* my stingy old friend be- 
r udge $ti or so a month for the broken- 
down soldier whose heroic sacrifices 
wrought this change. 
In t hose terrible 
d t \ - those men of the North did the 
thing tha t was r i g ht —ethically rig) t, 
and our misguided brothers of the 
South did that which was wrong and 
vv:ekt*d. 
Don't you forget it. 
Let no 
-entimentaliiy cover up the f a c t - a 
fact admitted now by South as well as 
North. 
Men change but principles 
n e ve r. 
The speaker here showed now our 
* hanged condition incident to tlit* su*- 
cess of our arms in tin* great civil war 
tod 
extended the influence of our 


peace. 
Our course in the Venesueiian 
dispute was instanced. Wars for human 
ity have heretofore been hypocritical 
wars of conquest: but our professions 
in this regard ha ve been carried out in 
a way to compel the respect of the 
whole 
world, 
except 
a 
carping 
few -ueh as embarrassed the work of 
the soldier in 1861. 
The -peaker then spoke of the short 
campaign in Forto Rico, where peace 
so quickly came and the rea-ocs there­ 
for. 
Our forces there were sufficient 
to compel peace. 
Revolt sprang up in 
twenty places, but the quick presence 
of F. S. troops turned revolutionists 
Into peace delegations. 
It would have 
been the -a me in the Philippines, but 
tho protocol which forbade the increase 
of military force by either of the com­ 
batants until the conclusion of peace 
negotiations tied our hands before men 
could be gotten to that far oil land 
and ga ve Aguina ldo the opportunity 
he has availed himself of, and our con­ 
gress in consuming months in talk, 
after the declaration of peace 
with 
Spain, instead of authorizing the im­ 
mediate increase of our forces in Luzon, 
complicated the trouble. 
There was 
no particle of difference in the origin­ 
al conditions or in our rights in Porto 
lico or tnePhilippines. Not till March 
did congress consent to raise troops 
for the latter place. 
Now 
we shall 
soon see the same order as in 
Porto 
Rico where our flag is respected. 
The speaker then explained the pay­ 
ment of $20,000,000 by the U. S. 
to 
Spain. 
It was not in the assumption 
of a debt caused by Spanish oppres­ 
sion, but money expending by her for 
internal improvement. 
The men 
who 
have hampered the hands of McKin 
ley, will, when our boys in Luzon com­ 
pel peace and restore order, sa y: “ T ha t 
is what I wanted you to do 
ail the 
time. 
I told you so ” 
We don't love 
men who act so. 
We love tho men 
who love the flag. Boys do you remem­ 
ber how you hated and hunted little 
W heeler? 
Now nothing is too good 
for him. 
I parted with him just be­ 
fore he wont to Cuba, 
W ith tears 
in 
his eyes the old man thanked Cod for 
the chance to prove his devotion 
to 
the old flag he once tried to destroy. 
We lost more men in a single battie 
in th * civil war than all tEie loses 
of 
the recent! war: but tha t 
was bad 
enough. 
One man is too many. T here 
were more deaths in camp in the U. S. 
among the recent volunteers thun all 
the deaths in Cuba. 
in closing, Mr. 
Hitt hoped that, the soldiers would 
have many more reunions like 
thi.** 
and said: 
Remember, a- you grow old­ 
er and weaker, 
because of you your 
c n in n y grows younger and stronger. 
W he n the applause which greeted 
the s pea k er’s eiOring remarks 
bad 
subsided, the preMdent called out Col. 
Foster of the Sixth Illinois, wiio said 
he had always thought tha t Judge 
C rabtree was a good soldier, 
but be 
no 
mgor believed i* when he calls out 
a little single smaD calibre ride when 
hi* has behind him so many 
gi'es.t 13 
inch guns. 
He would be glad to make 
a speech, but he 
k n e w enough to know 
that be eoulc not uo it. 
He then in a 
fjw well-chosen words proved his un­ 
der-estimate of his ability, and closed 
with an appreciative reference to the 
kindly interest of Congressman Hitt 
and his estimable wife in the sick boys 
o his command while encamped near 
W as fling ton.

At half past 7 in the evening the 
crowd in the park exceeded tha t of the 
afternoon, and the exercises were com­

But the two and a half mil­ 
lions of m**u who shouldered muskets, 
buckled on swords and tugged canton 
tnru the mud redeemed the flag and 
washed its folds in seas of blood, and 
n jvv it is the grandest, purest, brig ht­ 
est flag -that floats over the earth — 
truly the flag of the free: but it cost 
hundreds of thousands of noble lives on 
Southern 
battle-fields, or worse, in 
Southern prieon-pens, those ¿hells on 
earth. 
In one campaign there wt re 
more than 100,090 killed or died 
frera 
wounds: while there but 
12,000 ail toiu 
killed in the war that made us a n a ­ 
tion. 
In one campaign of the civil 
war there were more siain than in the 
Revolution, the Mexican war aDd the 
war with 
Tripoli 
combined. 
The 
speaker closed with a fervent pl^a for 
governmental good treatment of its old 
soldiers.
